Here was tthment of about 300 people | 
engaged taclu sively m agriculture < The | 
whole neighbors ood ts entitled Phoenix, and ;

The 
land ws very rich, and was evidently cultiva- 
ted several years agone, for the channels of 
ditches are not wholly filled up and may he 
tracer for many miles, thongh overgrown 
with shrubbery Carefur estimates give the 
amount of good Jand in this vicimty at 50,000 
acies, only 1,200 of whieh are under cultiva- 
tion, and a comparativcly small amount is 
clumed. Salt river is larger than the Gila 
above the junction, and is supplied from the 
White mountains, where snow falls deep and 
springs are abundant; and Mr Swilling, an 
intelligent farman is of opinion that by care- 
fully managing the water of this stream the 
entre arable land of the valley could be 
brought ander clitivation. Tins body of; 
land Hes several miles from any mountains, 
and therefore is comparatively safe from In-

From Southern Arizona. 


Tucson, Arigona, Aug. 23, 1870. 

Ep. Mixer t—Mail leaves for Prescott to- 
day at3 p.m, Have had no mail via San 
Diego ahd Yuma since July 31st, and only a 
faint prospect of acertain time when we will 
get another. Two since that time have been 
dispatched by private parties on that route, 
and news is at hand to the effect that an ex- 
perienced stage man, named Seeley is now 
stocking the road from Arizona City to Tuc- 
son, and that he has the sub-contract, and 
means “biz.” Also, that we will have a 
weekly stage all the way, and a buck board 
on the side. Should all this prove a reality, 
the people of this section will be much grat- 
ified, for upto this date, trunks and packa- 
ges, of hight weight, were brought to Arizo- 
na City, and from there’ had to take the chan- 
ces by slow freight, and' many are the times 
when the most needed articles of small weight 
have been several months in coming from 
there here. 

The Indians are striking terror to freight- 
ers and mail carriers to the east of us, and 
essayed deviltry at Point of Mountain and 
the Picacho to the west. Since the Sth of 
this month the following transactions of Lo 
are sad facts: 

At Davis Springs, on the Crittenden road, 
18 wiles from the camp, on the 6th, Thomas 
Venable, Peter Riggs and a Mexican were 
shockingly slaughtered, and the wagons and 
merchandise burned and the stock taken. 
Value of property destroyed and stolen, over 
$6,000, 

On Cienega, 25 miles to eastward, at Mil- 
ler’s station, on the 7th, Scott Young and 
mail rider were butchered in the usual Apache 
style, and the station destroyed. 

Half-way between the Cienega and San 
Pedro, on the 18th, the mail stage was at- 
tacked, captured, and with three mail bags 
burned to ashes, and at the same time Wm. 
Barns, Joun Collins and certainly two Pr- 
vates of Co. D, 2lst Infantry were slayed 
and bodies mangled so beastly that a descrip- 
tion would be unfit for print. 

A number of other but not fatal assaults 
have been made by the “nation’s wards,”— 
one at Point-of Mountain and another in the 
Picacho, and several reported near the Sonora 
line, 

War meetings have been held for several 
successive nights. Subscriptions of men and 
money have been liberal, and to-day or to- 
morrow, the Governor will take the ficld .for} 
a two month’s scout, and personally lead a 
company of citizen volunteers, and act m 
conjunction with Lieutenant Cushing of the 
3d Cavalry. If perseverance and hard, well 
directed labor can accomplish anything in 
that tune, I think the Governor and Lieuten- 
ant O, will. 

The mail is in fact stopped to the eastward. 
While you are properly crowing over a tri- 
weekly service to Prescott fiom Califorma, 
this place is without mail at all eacept as 
some blips through ria Wickenburg. 

Have some fine showers, pleasant days and 
lovely nights, and “we may be happy yet.”

The War in Europe. 


The telegraph reports from the war are con- 
flicting, and seem to be about as reliable as 
the reports received froin “ intelligent contra- 
bands during our own late war. Wo have 
San Francisco dailics to August 23d, and by 
telegraph to the Los Angeles Daily News to, 
the 26th, from which we glean the folluwing: 

Very heavy fighting had been going on in 
the vicinity of Metz for three days—August 
15,16 and 17. At Longueville, Courcelles, 


as to seriously delay the movements of rein- 
forcements. 

Details of the battle of Gravelotte which 
have been received reporta dreadful carnage 
and that the country is strewn with dead 
and wounded. e 

The following from Paris contains the la- 
test from the war: Metz is entirely isolate. 
The Prussians are strong on tho west in that 
vicinity. 

McMahon is strongly posted on the plains 
before Chalons, with heavy detachments at 
St. Mehould, Verdun and Rheims, with 175,- 
000 men under him. 

McMahon left Chalons for Rheims, after 
burning his camp. {fe left the Emperor and 
a portion of his troops at Rheims and went 
in a north casterly direction. 

A Beros le Duc dispatch of August 24th, 
tu the effect that Chalons has been evacuated 
by the French, and that Prussian columns 
are west of Chalons, advancing rapidly. 

On the 36th, the garrison of Toul made a 
sortie, 700 Prussians were killed and wounded 

Prussian scouting parties are near Chal- 
ons, and Troyes advices to the 26th mention 
nothing of Bazaines junction with McMahon, 

Strasbourg is well defended. The French 
army is well supplied with provisions of all 
kinds. It is believed in Strasbourg that Mar- 
shal Bazaine has been severed from the main 
French army, and his power completely par- 
alyzed. ' 

Chalons has been abandoned, and the force 
of the Crown Prince will to-day occupy the 
city as well as Rheims, meeting with no re- 
sistance, while Frederick Charles moves on 
Paris direct. 

La Liberte, in referring to the information 
from private sources, says the seige of Paris 
is altogether improbable. 

The Pale repeats formally that the Prus- 
sians were defeated in Sunday’s battle. 

Paris, August 25.—The Evening Figaro, 
this afternoon, says itis reported that the 
Prussians were defeated to-day between 
Verdun and Chalons. 

London, Aug. 25,—A special to the Even- 
ing Telegram saya there is great cacitcment 
this afternoon over the rumor in the Stock 
Board, that the Prussians, under the Crown 
Prince, have been defeated by the French, 
under McMabon. The rumor can be traced 
to no creditable source. 

There are strong detachments of Prussians 
at Metz and Brieune.

Below will be found, printed in full, oficial copies of such general 
and special orders as are of: importance to our people—civil and 
military : 


The attention of post commanders and all officers having chargo 
of mihtary reservations, is called to the provisions and reqnire- 
ments of General Orders No. 74, Headquarters of the Arm ; 
Adjutant Generala Office, Washington, November 2d, 18609, 
they wl be strictly observed dnd complied with, by all con- 
corned, in this Department, and will be carried into effect by 
those having charge of Govornment reservations, as soon as tho 
crops planted this year, and now on the ground, shall have been 
gathered, j 


HEADQUARTERS DEPARTMENT OF ARIZONA, 
F Prescott, September 1, 1870. 
Geyenw Orens, No. 14.) 


All persons desiring to remain on any military reservation, and 
to use or cultivate any portion thereof, will be requiret to obtain 
permission fiom these Headquarters, and, in order to obtain such 
permision, they will be required to enter into an agreement— 
which agtcement shall bein the forin of a lease—specifying tho 
metes and bounds, and the quantity of land leased, as also tho 
term or period for which it is to run. 


The lessor will be expected to defray all expenses which ma 
accrue in making out and executing the papers connected with 
the lease, and it, when once made, will not be transferable ex- 
cept by consent of Department Headquarters. 


Post traders, not appointed by the Secretary of War, as pro- 
vided for in laws recently enacted by Congress, will, of course 
come within the provisions and requirements of the foregoing 
conditions. 


No hay, gass, wood, or timber, will be cut upon, or removed 
frum any military reservation, by any person not in the employ 
of the Government, nor will any fences, enclosures, buildings, 
or structures whatsoever be torn down, removed or destroyed, 
without permission first being obtained from these or superior 
Headquarters. 


Asall are aware, there san abundance of unoccupied land of 
the best quality in the Teritory of Arizona, and it is nothing 
more than reasonable to expect that the demands of settlers 
should be subordinate to the requirements of the Govermnent. 


For the information of those interested, officers in charge of 
mohtary reservations will havea copy of this order posted in some 
conspicuous place, and they will see that its provisions as also 
the requirements of General Orders No 74, and herctofore cited, 
are strictly complied with and promptly carried into execution.

, One of the geeat natural phenomena of the 
beo-hive is the massacreing of the drones. It 
was at one time asserted that the worker- 
becs did not use their stings agninst the sting- 
less‘males, but mercly pushed them out to 
dic. This idea, however resulted from the 
massacre being always committed at the bot- 
tom of the hive, whither the poor diones re- 
tire in clusters in July and August, as if 
aware of the doom impending over them. As 
usual, by one of his ingenious expedients, 
Auper-digcovered the truth. Six swarms 
were put on glass tables, beneath which the 
watchers placed themselves, He says: ‘This 
contrivance succeeded to admiration. On the 
4th of July, we saw the workers actually 
massacre the males, in the whole six swarms, 


at tlie same hour, and with the same pecu- je 


harities. The glass table was covered with 
bees full of animation, which flew upon the 
drones as they came from the bottom of the 
hive; scized them by the antenna, the limbs, 
and the wings, and after having dragged them 
about, so to speak, after quartering them, 
they killed them by repeated stings directed 
between the rings of the belly. The moment 
that this formidable weapon reached them 
was the last of their existence—they stretch- 
ed their wings and expired. At the same 
time, as if the workers did not consider 
them as dead, as they appeared to us, they 
still stuck the sting so deep that it could 
hardly be withdrawn; and these bees were 
obliged to turn around upon themselves, with 
ascrew-like motion, before the stings could 
be disengaged. 

Next day we witnessed new scenes of carn- 
age. During three hours the bees furiously 
destroyed the males, They had massacred 
all their own on the preceding day, but now 
attacked those which driven trom the neigh- 
boring hives had taken refuge among them. 

The following day no drones remained in 
the hives.” — Sonoma Democo at. 


The French Mitrailleur. 


The Mitraileur, which is as yet untried in 
practical warfare, is considered by the French 
as the must distructive military weapon 
knéwn. Recently, 300 wretched horses, al- 
ready condemned to the poleaux, were pur- 
chased at the rate of four or five francs each, 
and ranged at a considerable distance. ‘Two 
mitrailleurs were brought to play on them, 
and ın three minutes after two discharges not 
one of the animals remained standmg. Ona 
second occasion 500 horses were brought 
down at a single trial. This formidable wea- 
pon is constructed as follows: 

It is alight 37-bgrrelled gun, arranged that 
its barrels may be discharged simultancously, 
or consecutively. he 37 cartridges, intended 
for one charge, are contained in a small box. 
A steel plute with corresponding holes, is 
placed onthe open box, which is then re- 
versed, and the cartridges fall points fore- 
most into their respective holes. They are 
preventdd from falling tbrough by the rims 
at their bases. The loaded plate is then in- 
troduced into the breech-slot, and when the 
breech is closed by a lever, a number of steel 
pins, pressed by spiral springs, are only pre- 
vented from striking the percussion arrange- 
mentin the cartridges by a plate in front of 
them. When this caso is moved slowly by a 
handle, the cartridges are fired one by one. 
If the plate be withdrawn rapidly they tol- 
low each other so quickly that ther dis- 
charge is all but simultaneous, The inven- 
tion seems very well adapted for use in forts 
or other permanent places of defence or of- 
fence, but its carriage and management in 
the field would prevent many and insuper- 
ae obstacles to tts general use.——N. F. Tri- 
une.

The Bloody Roll Continued. 


In the Mixer of June 22d, a list was pub- 
lished of the names of Arizonians killed by 
Indians in this county, from its settlement up 
to December 31, 1869, aud in Pima county to 
Beptember 1, 1869. The Arizonan having 
lately brought the list of Pima county for- 
ward to July, we give the same with addi- 
tlons furnished by our ‘Tucson correspondent 
up to August 18, ‘and ydd the record of simi- 
lar incidents in this county to September 1. 

` The names of these’ martys should be care- 
fully preserved and remembered. Their blood 
eries out to us from the ground on every side; 
their graves and monuments appeal to us on 
nearly every-mile of every road and trail in 
the Territory, a constant admonition to all 
travelers to be on their guard, for the end of 
these things is not yet come: 

š PIMA COUNTY. 

September 7, Indians made a descent npon 
`a ranch at the Reito and captured 35 bead of 
beef cattle, tie property of Don Pancho 
Gomez. 

September 9, Two Texans named Benton 
and Foster, returning to their native State, 
killed by Indians at San Pedro. 

October 18, A band of Indians captured a 
herd of 90 cattle at the Reito, ang killed one 
Mexican and four horses. 

October 21, A Mexican named Pisquero 
fired at by Indians near the Nine Mile Station 
and his horse shot dead under him. 

November 20, Indians run off Government 
herd at Camp Bowie. 

November 27, Indians steal two horses 
from the station of J. Miller at the Cienega. 

November 28, Indians visit Camp Critten- 
den at night, kill a cow at a distauce of 200 
yards from the post and carry off a tent.. In- 
dians attacked the premises of Mr, Barnes at 
Camp Wallen, carry off his effects and then 
burn his store and store-house. 

December 1, Indians steal 32 head of mules 
from the ranch of Mr. Allen, bordering on 
Tucson, in view of Camp Lowell. 

December 4, Bodies of three Americans 
recently murdered, discovered at the Cienega. 

December 10, Indians endeavored to fire a 
ranch at Camp Grant and stole a Government 
mule. . The mail rider on the route between 
Florence and Camp McDowell, killed by Indi- 
ans and mail captured. 

January 8, 1870, Samuel Brown and J. 
Simms, killed by Indians at the San Pedro 
settlement and their team captured. 

January 17, Indians invade the premises of 
Clint. Thompson at Sacaton and capture 45 
head of animals. 

January 18, Thirty-cight head of cattle 
captured near San Xavier. 

January 20, The Sonora mail stage attacked 
at Sasabi Flat. E. Aguerri, his clerk and two 
passengers killed. 

January 31, Indians make a descent upon 
the'ranch of Mr. Morgan near Camp Critten- 
den, ahd drive off thiee mules belonging to 
W. J. Osborne. 

February 2, Solomon Warner and Dr, 
Wakefield were attacked by Indians near 
Camp Crittenden; the former wounded and 
the latter killed. 

February 8, Indians attack a train near 
the Point of Mountain, drove off the escort, 
kill two men, wound one, and carry off a 
very considerable amount of property includ- 
ing twelve mules. ~~ 

February 8, Diego Campio, killed by Indi- 
ansin the neighborhood of Florence, and 
teams and other property captured. 

_ February 22, Indians steal six fine blooded 
‘cows, (valued ‘In California at $130 each) 
from the ranch of Mr. Allen, near Tucson. 

February 26, Indians visited the premises 
-of Ool. Ruggles, at Florence, and stole two 
‘horses from the corral, 

-March 1, Indians made a raid upon the 
‘ranchos of Brown and Gardner, near Camp 
Crittenden and captured all the stock be- 
longing to both ranches, 

March 7, The Paymaster’s clerk, en route 
from Camp Reno to Camp McDowell with an 
escort of 18 soldiers, attacked by Indians and 
‘wounded, and one man of the escort killed. 

April 6, A Mexican named Sais, together 
"with his horse and the horse of his compan- 
dion, killed at Reito. i 

April7, A herd of 200’cattle, tle property 
‘of Juan Gregalba, stolen from a field in the 
wicinity of Tucson. 

April 10, A. J. Jackson, killed by Indians 
at the San Pedro. 

April 11, A Mexican named Soto, killed 
and scalped in the neighborhood of Camp 
Wallen. 

April 18, Indians visit Camp Grant and 
steal three horses frém Capt. Hinds? wagons, 
and four mules, the property of O. Conwell. 

April 17, Indiang visit ranch of the station 
of J. Miller at the Cienega, and kill one of 
the soldiers stationed there. 

April 21, A party of Mexicans coming 
from Sonora, attacked by Indians at the Po- 
troro and six men killed. 

June 6, Two hundred Indians attacked the 


wagons of Messrs. Kennedy and Israel, near 
Cafiada del Oro, killed both men, captured 
the teams and goods and burned the wagons. 
| June 8, Indians make a raid upon the ranch 
of Mr. Gardner, on the Sonoita, kill David 
Holland, capture a Mexican boy and run off 
n herd of cattle. 

June 15, Indians take 28 oxen from San 
Xavier, the property of Mr. Lazard. 

June 25, Indians attack a prospecting par- 
ty near Cottonwood Springs on the road from 
Florence to Camp Grant, wounded Messrs. 
Myers, Johns} and Curtis, and captured the 
wagon and its effects, valued at about $2,000. 

July 1, Indians attack the train of Mi. 
Yerkes, near the San Pedro and hill one 
mule. : 

July 10, Mr. Yerkes’ train again attacked 
at Oak Grove, 50 odd miles from Camp Good- 
win, and one animal captured. On the same 
day Mr. Smith and Mr. Inigo were attacked 
and killed on the ranch of Peter Kitchen, 15 
miles from Tubac.

with his own pistol to end his sufferings 
The other two reached the settlements two 
days later, neatly dead from their Joss of 
blood and want of water. 

About the same date a paity of prospect- 
ors on Bradshaw mountain, 40 miles south- 
east from Prescott had four pack animals 
stolen by Indians, 

April 1, The cusses drove off 130 head of 
sheep and goats belonging to H. Biooks, one 
mile from Prescott. 


April 7, A Mexican was shot through the 
arm while cutting wood two miles above 
Prescott. The same day a descent was made 
by a large band of Indians, on a herd of 
mules belonging to Mr. Ariola, near Wicken- 
burg—one Mexican herder was killed and 
another badly wounded—the Indians took 
away 74 fino team mules, 

April 17, Indians attacked and killed Wm. 
Pearson while he was plowing in Mint Valley 
14 miles from Prescott, and drove off his 
animals. 

April 18, P. Dorgan was shot and serious- 
ly wounded while prospecting ucar Camp 
Date Creek. 

April 18, A man named Gruly, a station- 
keeper an the road 10 miles below Wicken- 
burg, was killed near his house. 

April 23, A Mr. Scebright, who had charge 
of a herd of 350 head of sheep near William- 
son Valley, was killed and the sheep all stolen. 

May 18, Olver Peterson shot and three 
animals stolen at Walnut Grove. Mr. Peter- 
son died from his wounds about three weeks 
afterwards. 

June 3, A raid was made by Indians 
between Fort Whipple and Prescott on a 
herd of 60 cattle, belonging to A. G. Dunn, 
in the middle of the afternoon; the herder 
was shot through the hand. Although the 
Indians were closely pursued for twenty 
miles, they got off with eleven head, and 
killed six head on the trail. 

June 4, Indiahs attack the Government 
herd at Camp Verde, ‘kill the corporal in 
charge of the herd, und drive away 12 ani- 
mals. . 

June 6, Alfred Johnson and Mr, Watson 
were killed on the road between Skull Valley 
and Camp Date Creek, 

June 13, Indians stole two horses and ten 
burros from Burger and Lamberson, at Wal- 
nut Grove. 

July 24, Thomas, Ellit and Dawson, com- 
ing to town with a load of barley, were at- 
tacked by 30 Apaches, and after an hours 
fighting, were obliged to abandon their wag- 
on to save themselves and horses. The reds 
set fire to the wagon and load, which were 
consumed, ‘ 

August 10, Apaches stole six head of cat-

Lynx Creek Mines. 


he San Francisco Scientific Press, lately 
gave us favorable mention, thus: 


About nine miles eastwardly from Pres- 
cott, Arizona, is Lynx creck. This runs down 
a ravine, some twelve miles long, in a north- 
easterly direction, then turns to the east to 
disappear, after a while, in the sand, At the 
head of the ravine, in a gramte formation, is 
a network of veins. The principal ones run 
S. W. and N. E., dipping about 40 to 45° cast- 
erly. They are rich in free gold and sulphu- 
rets. While assays run at times very mgh, 
$60 is given as a fair average for free gold, 
and the eulphurets are said to run very much- 
higher. Among the prominent mires here 
may be mentioned the Accidental, the Box 
Elder, Uncle Billy Pointers, ete. Uncle Billy 
is working an arastra for himself, and taking 
out $40 to the ton, without touching the 
sulphurets. Shelton, with his mule arastra, 
is getting out $275 to theton. The Acciden- 
tal has been thoroughly explored. Two 
shafts, about 150 feet apart, have been sunk, 
one 60 and the other 73 feet. A tunnel, 150 
feet long, taps the ledge 150 feet deep. The 
vein has a thickness of pay ore of 33; feet. 
There are, as is generally the case here, good 
walls on either side. There is an abundance 
of ore, sufficient to run a 20-stamp mill which 
is to be erected, and Mr. G. T. S. Curtis has 
just arrived here to arrange concerning this, 
and has given us the above items. There is 
an abundance of wood and water in the place. 
A road about cighteen miles long, runs down 
the creek and then to Prescott, which can 
also be reached by a trail over the hills, 
which reduces the distance to some nine 
miles, Mr. Curtis speaks most favorably of 
various districts, as the silver mines of Tur- 
key creek, ete, etc. Notwithstanding its 
location, with its rich veins, low prices of 
labor, etc., Arizona still offers many induce- 
ments to the miner. According to this gen- 
tleman, the Indians are not so much feared 
there as outsiders think, If the people were 
given arms and the authority to use them, 
there would be but little trouble from the 
red skins, 


GroLocy anv TuroLocy.—The Avalanche 
tells the following story of Rev. Dr. Taylor, 
the noted New Haven theologian: ‘ Pro- 
found in metaphysics, but not versed in sci- 
ence, he was an obstinate defender of the 
general interpretation of the six days of cre- 
ation in the book of Genesis, as against the 
idea of six long periods of time, which Prof.

“Nonsense, nonsense,” 
answeied Dr. Taylor; “do you think that 
God, when he made the rocks, couldn’t have 
stirred in the jthings just as easy as a cook 
stirs raisins in a pudding or cake?” Prof. 
Silliman was so disgusted that, perfection of 
courtesy though he was, he put on his hat, 
without reply, walked straight out of the 
building, and did not say & word to Dr. Tay- 
lor for three weeks. * 


Deatu to Buas.—A correspondent sends 
the following recipe, which he has success- 
fully used for years, It is certainly worth 
trying: i 5 

“Bugs on squash' and cucumber vines— 
how to destroy them—dissolve a tablespoon- 
ful of saltpetre in a pailful of water, put one 
pint of this around each hill, shaping the carth 
so it will not spread much, and the thing is 
done. Use more saltpetre if you can afford 
it—it is good for vegetable but death to ani- 
mal life. The bugs burrow in the earth at 
night, and fail to risoin the morning. It is 
also guod to kill the grub in peach trees, only 
use twice as much, say a quart or two to each 
tree. There was not a yellow or blistered 
leaf on twelvo or fifteen treos to which it was 
applied last season. No danger of killing any 
vegetable witlr it, A concentrated. solution 
applied to young beans mado them grow won- 
derfully.

INTRODUCTIONS. 


Never introduce people to each other un- 
less you mre sure the acquaintance so com- 
menced will be mutually agreeable. 

A person who, from yonth, social position, 
or any other cause, stands in the inferior po- 
sition of the two persons to be introduced to 
each other, must be introduced to the super- 
jor. A gentleman is always to be introduced 
to a lady, never a lady to a gentleman. 

Ata ball, it is the part of tho host and 
hostess to make introductions amongst the 
guests; but guests may, with perfect propri- 
ety, introduce friends to cach other. Gentle- 
men must never introduce friends to ladies, 
without first obtaining special permission to 
do so, and this permission should be always 
granted, unless there is a very strong reason 
for the refusal, The French, and in a very 
great measure, the English, dispense with 
introductions at a private ball. It is taken 
for granted that the hostess has invited to 
her ball only such people as are fit to be mu- 
tually acquainted, and the fact that they 
have been invited to mect each other, is a 
sufficient warrant for sclf introduction, This 
practice saves a great deal of trouble, but it 
applies only to balls in private houses, At 
any public ball, partners must be introduced 
to each other; indeed it 1s better for ladies, 
at such entertainments, to dance only with 
the gentlemen of thoir own party, or with 
whom they had a previous acquamtance. 
Special introductions may, huwever, be made 
with propriety by the master of ceremonies 

When introducing two gentlemen, look 
first to the elder, and if there is any differ- 
ence in social standing, to the superior, and 
with a slight bow, say to him: “Allow me 
to introduce my friend, Mr. Jones, to you;” 
then turning to your friend, repeat his name, 
and follow it by that of the gentleman to 
whom he is introduced, thus: “ Mr, Smith, 
allow me to introduce my fiiend, Mr. Jones, 
to you—Mr. Jones, Mr. Smith.” In intro- 
ducing a gentleman to a lady, bow slightly 
to the latter, saying, “allow me to introduce 
Mr.-——; Mr. , (bowing to him) Miss.” 

When several persons are introduced to 
one, it is sufficient to name the single indi- 
vidual once, repeating all the names of the 
others, thus: ‘Mr. Johnson, allow me to 
introduce Mr. and Mrs. Jamés, Miss Smith- 
son, Mr. Lewis, Mr. Johnson,” bowing slight- 
ly to each when named, 

Shaking hands after an introduction has 
taken place, is merely optional, hot necessary ; 
and is forbidden to an unmarried lady tv 
whom a gentleman is introduced. A bow is 
all that etiquette requires. In introducing 
young persons to elder ones of good social 
standing, it is often a kindly act of encour- 
agement for the latter to shake hands, with 
a few cordial words. 

It is not necessary to introduce people who 
meet at your house on morning calls, though 
it may be done with propriety, if the imtro- 
duction has been previously ascertained to 
be mutually pleasant. 

It is optional, after such an introduction, 
with the parties introduced, to continue or 
drop the acquaintance so formed. Without 
a formal introduction, the merely meeting at 
the house of a mutual friend, does not war- 
rant any future recognition. Tt rests, how- 
ever, after an introduction, with the lady ; if 
between lady and gentleman, with the mar- 
ried or elder lady; if between lady and lady, 
then with the elder; if between gentlemen, to 
continue or drop the acquaintance. 

Gentlemen who meet at the house or rooms 
of a mutual friend, are not obliged to recog- 
nize one another if they meet again else- 
where. There is no rule forbidding their 
doing so, if agreeable to both parties, but 
there is no requirement of etiquette obliging 
them to appear as if they had ever met be- 
fore. 

A lady is not obliged to afterwards recog- 
nize a partner with whom she may have 
danced at a ball. It is entirely optional with 
her to do so or not; and if she has danced 
several times with the gentleman, it will be a 
question between her and her conscience how 
far she may consider herself justified in pass- 
ing by, without notice, one who has extended 
to her so much courtesy at a ball. Etiquette, 
however, does not require even the slightest 
recognition.— Laws and By-Laws of American, 
Society.

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A Trip to Ash Creek 


Armed and equipped as custom and neces- 
sity require, for traveling in Arizona, with 
guns, pistols, blankets and Provisions, a party 
of us started on the 6th inst, for the above 
named locality. 

We passed through the « waving fields of 
corn.” On the Gramte Creek road, the corn 
fields, this year, present a not very flattering 
appearance, Thero are too many grades of 
distinction. Some of the corn has gitined 
its true position, and stands concious of its 
dignity and importance, ready for the har- 
vester, others again, commonly boast of 
wearing silk and looking green and fresh, stil] 
another grade has only tassels to shake in the 
hreezes, and the last grade stands without 
dignity or importance, sans, ears, sans, silk, 
gans, tassels ashing for “time,” 


Very fresh and gteen and pretty with its 
pure color does the growing corn make the 
fields appear in the distance, but 1ta owners 
cannot look at it with the same interest they 
would if there were reason for them to think 
that it would repay them for all their labor 
and anxtety beyond the Granite Creek corn 
fields, we are on the Jong lonesome road to 
Agua Frio, nothing to reheve the eye but 
stunted shrabbery and grass, here and therea 
bird, always too butsy or too lonesome tosing. | 
At Judge Lerty’s place we hardly thought 
of his com for admiring the beautiful shade 
trees that he has planted around his read- | 
ence, Ttisalittle trouble to have one spot, 
that chosen for a residence, fooking fresh, and 
green, and shady, thus could you farmers of 
these treeless valleys ste how nice and cool it 
looka by the Judges place, | think you would 
follow his example. |

A good and fmendly moon lends us tight 
for ow botil duties, and stock taken care of, 
the guessing where we are, done with, wene | 
ready for sleep. The day has been warni and 
the frees that line what we know to be arreek, 
that had rather have shady places to run 
throngh, vines, grasses and flowers to dally | 
with, than be with the majority, appears fall 
of crickets, locusts or insects of some kind } 
who are trying very hard to make ıt sound 
unlonesome. Ñ don’t think they sing, or 
whistle, because they really think they are 
making very sweet music, but just because 
they can, and it is much better than unbroken 
stillness, as I found when it came my turn to 
stand guard, for at that time the air was 
hushed and suli, birds and erickets were 
silent, restmg for the morrow or because 
ever) thingelse was quiet, and dead “unbroken 
silence reigned supreme.” Very seldom in 
this busy world of ours do we ever get 
to know what complete stillness may be like, 
and when we do, itt. beyond the description, 
even painfully so, and the harsh unmusical ery 
of acayote in the distance, was a relief to 
dead silence, of this early morning watch. 

Strange agit may seem the first thing we 
noticed in the morniag was some grashoppers. 
A grasshopper as we know, 1s a very common 
institution, but these were so enormously large 
and so fantastically dressed, and had 
gone to bed so different from common glass- 
hoppers, that they claimed our notice. 

Their general appearance is grasshoppical ; 
of course they have no wings, but a place 
where wings might be attacked resembling 
very much an appendage known as the “grecian 
bend.” Their bind legs are large and well 
muscled and fancifally pamted, I hardly know 
why they have any but mnd legs and think 
they dont know themselves and think farther- 
more that such hind legs as they have are 
legs-enough for any animal even of their size 
I was anxious to see one of them get up, or 
rather get down, for as I snid they go to bet 
unlike our little common fellows, who craw! 
into grass and under leaves as near the earth 
ns they can get. These were on the highest 
branches of the underbrush and all their hacks 
were turned to the west. Same of our party 
thought they slept that bigh to be out of 
reach of the coyotes, but grasshoppers of their 
size certainly can have no fear of coyotes, 

As the sun made the air warm they began 
to show signs of life and turned their backs 
to the east, and one that I was watehing, after 
a deal of strotching and yawning and winking 
it may be, was off and if he had desired, to 
move gracefully he must have felt not a little 
mortified at bis awkward appearance when 
he struck the ground. After more stretching 
and preparation however, he stepped again, 
with a result it may be, gratifying to himself,

hut amusing to Lis observer, Guod bye Mr. 
Grasshopper vou are like many of our pouor 
mortals, “ you first jump, then busier were 
you may alight,” 

Nature's ureat engineer, the sun, in the 
mean tine, had awakened other Species of an- 
imal life A httle bird sang upon a tree near 
hy, looking cunningly under the teayes for 
his breakfast. A note of gladness told how 
Happy he was in his airy freedom. Butter- 
flies gaudily dressed, dallied with the leaves, 
or kissed the flowers in passing. A cricket 
tried his vore; then suddenly stopped, but 
to try again after a while, Notwithstanding 
the dread of Indians, I could not resist the 
temptition to take a ran in the almost furest 
of Ash, Sycamore, Cottonwood, Maple, vines, 
grasses and flowers fhe brook was a small 
one, first going straight forward then turning 
to the right to look at some wild flowers on 
tts banks; then off again i another direction ; 
here Jeaping mto a deep, clear pool, then 
bounding over some small obstacle, sparkling 
and leaping as it went, and throwmg jeta of 
spray as a salute to the mosses, grasses, and 
flowers that overbung its banks. There 
were fish In this brook, and frogs tuo, and 
they saluted us as frogs do in all places, with 
their bind leg-, and a jump fom the opposite 
bank, 

The timber would look good toa mechanie’s 
eye, large, tall, and straight, but I almost 
forgot that I wasa mechanic, it has been so 
long since L have had a tumble in woods s0 
hhe the woods of home and happy buyhood 
The gambol» of the happy brooh, the grass, 
the mosses, the sounds so forest-like, the 
trees, the bis echoing song, shall “ Make 
me a child again, for a short pissing hour.” 

The land upon this creek (Ast Creek), ap- 
pears very favorable for farming, 1f the grass 
and weeds can be tiken as a good sign 
There is an abundance of water, and crops 
are less liable to be injured by frost, than up- 
on the rane bes in the Agua Frye and Chino 
Valleys. The distance from market makes 
no material difference The same watehfal-

Six Dirco.—The failure of the passage of 
the Southern Railroad Bill is a severe blow 
to San Diewo That Congress will yet extend 
such aid to that ronte as will insure its com- 
pletion, we do not doubt; but a delay at this 
time, with the country burnt up with drouth 
—with no harvests of any kind—with not a 
dollar's worth of anything to sell, but with 
every thing necessary for subsistence to buy— 
is something that the people will not count 
on, and many of whom are ily prepared for. 
Speculators in San Diego lots, who have real- 
ized handsome profits and have money in 
bank, can endure this great disappointment. 
But it falls with pevuliar severity upon that 
large class who were lured to that region by 
the lying stomes of rich farming lands and 
the delustve hope of abundant harvests, and 
who invested their all in the desert waste 
adjacent to San Diego. Many of them are 
now destitute and unable to leave the country 
where starvation stares them in the face. 

No one doubts that San Diego possesses a 
fine climate and 4 beantifal harbor; nor that 
in time it must inevitably be a city of consid- 
erable commercitl importance. “But whilo 
waiting for that gdod time coming the people 
must live. They cannot live off each other 
for any great length of time.

hundred and sixty-eight, and acts amendatory 
thereof, be, and the same are hereby, repealed. 

Sec, 3. And be it further cnacted, That on 
and after the first day of October, eighteen 
hundred and seventy, the taxes imposed by 
the internal revenue laws, now in force, here- 
in specified, be, and the same are hereby re- 
pealed, namely: on articles in schedule A; the 
special tax’on boats, barges, and flats; on 
legacies and successions; on passports; and 
on gross receipts. 

Sec. 4. And be it fuathtr enacted, That on 
and after the first day of October, eighteen 
hundred and seventy, the stamp tax imposed 
in schedule B, on promissory notes fora less 
sum than one hundred dollars, and on receipts 
for any sum of money, ur for the payment of 
any debt, and the stamp tax imposed. in 
schedule B, on canned and preserved fish, be, 
and the same are hereby, repealed. And no 
stamp shall be required upon the transfer or 
assignment of a martgage, where it or the in- 
strument it sccures has been once duly 
stamped, 


A Square Look back and a Glimpse for- 
ward, 


While currency bills and bank tinkering 
are so much discussed in and out of Congress, 
it is well for.the people to review, the 
history of paper money ; for banking is of but 
little interest to the people at large, except in 
its power to flood the country with currency, 
the use of which becomes arbitrary, 

Everybody must take the currency in gen- 
cial use, because nobody has anything else. 
“You must take the money I get, or no trade 
—no pay.” Going to banks to do business 
is a matter of choice simply, and probaly 
not more than one in fifty ever has any aè- 
count or business with any bank. But where 
is the person that does not have an interest 
in the currency or circulating medium of the 
country ? 

Take the history of State legislation from 
1800 to 1860, and it will be found that no 
question has been more fully discussed than 
that of banks and currency-+the great aim 
bemg to guard the people against loss on 
currency principally, and incidentally on 
other bank habilitres, We ask, did over any 
State succeed? Oid records will show that 
New England has had its hundred broken 
banks, besides four or five universal suspen- 
sicns and a score of very damaging panics. 

New York was forced by the ‘people’s 
groans and losses into the Safety Fund system, 
and even that exploded by reason of bank 
failures, and the Safety Fund became a broken 
reed, Then the Security system was adopted, 
with State stocks, U. S. stocks ahd mortgages. 
These banks broke like pipe-stems on the 
opening of every panic in the money market, 
and “secured money” was available only at 
all rates of discount from 10 to 7O per cent, 

Michigan tried Real Estate banking, which 
resulted in wild-cat. © Enough said. 

Indiana; Illinois and Wisconsin tried the 
Security system, the product of which was an 
everlasting crop of “ Stump- TAIL” 

We could thus go through the States and 
show that State banking was always a disas- 
trous failure, and the losses tu the people by 
broken bank notes, premium on exchange, 
and discount on currency, gre moderately es- 
timated at dne thousthd millions. 

One of the very few bonefits resulting from 
the war is at improvement in the currency. 
The word Discount, asapplied to bank notes, 
once so universal, is now obselete. No more 
do we hear the peddlers of Bank Note Repor: 
ters cry; * Another broken bank !” “ Ten new 
brokon banks !” &c. 

Sixtedn hundred banks all at Pan! Great is 
the revolution, reformation, improvement, or 
call it what you please. 

If these facts are not kept before the peo- 
ple, so that they imay hold their representa- 
tives at Washington in check, there will be 
more currency and bank troubles. The pres- 
ont system is the best that ever has oxisted 
in this country. It is not, however, beyon 
the rench of cisualty, and ‘tthe’ currency and 
bank questions are to become political fout 
balls, then we are süre to have trouble with 
them.— Thompson's Bank Nota Rep.

THE APPROACHING ELECTION. 


Our election is to be held Tuesday Nov. 
Vth, and it is none tao goon to consider the 
subject, and determine what we of Yavapai 
County will do. 

The Jast Legislative Assembly met at 
Tucson, on the 10th day of November 1868. 
Three members of the council and six as- 
semblymen were elected from Yavapai, one 
only of each house attended the session. 
Two from Yuma, and one from Mohave, who 
were elected, did not attend, and there was 
but a bare quorum in either house. 

In 1868 the entire Democratic ticket in 
Yavapai County was elected—other tickets 
were in the field however. This fall it was 
the impression of many prominent men of all 
parties, that i¢ would be for the best interest 
of the county to hold a peoples convention, 
and nominate a ticket composed of those, 
who if elected, would attend to thé'Guties of 
their offices, But the Democrats have already 
published a call for a convention to nominate 
a Democratic ticket. The convention will 
probably be held, and a ticket nominated, 
unless the Democrats are persuaded to refrain 
in part from so doing. 

It has been suggested that it would be 
proper for the Democratic convention to no- 
minate a ticket for all offices to be filled ex- 
cept members of the Legislative Assembly ,— 
and leave those to a Peoples convention. 

This course would probably ensure the 
election of men who would attend the session. 
It is two years since the last session, and 
three since Yayapai county was fully repre- 
sented in the Legislative Assembly. 

If the county desires representation—or 
the people wish any voice in making the laws 
under which we are to live, it would seem 
evident that the best course to pursue would 
be to nominate a ticket of the best men in 
the county who would consent to serve, with- 
out regard to pafty, for these reasons, if no 
others existed. 

The present capital of the Territory is at 
Tucson, nearly 300 miles from the town of 
Prescott, and more than 1000 miles from the 
southern line of Yavapai county. The trip 
from Prescott to Tucson and back, under 
ordinary circumstances consumes twenty days, 
and the session of the Assembly may be es- 
timated at thirty days. The mileage paid 
the members will not pay their expenses on 
the road. The per diem during the session 
($3.00) will not pay their expenses while in 
Tucson, consequently each member, beside 
the loss of time, must actually loose some 
money. 

The Democratic party will not elect men 
and then in the Democratic ranks subscribe 
the funds necessary to keep the members from 
actual pecuniary loss. Neither would the Re- 
publicans do it, nor can it be expected that 
either party would help to pay the expenses 
of members elected by the other. 

It certainly should not be asked of any man 
in either party, that he shall leave his busi- 
neas for forty or fifty days, and pay tho de- 
ficienty out of his own pocket. 

It is folly to suppose at this time, that a 


full delegation will be willing to take that 


course if élected by either party. One or 
two men might be willing, for the sake of 
the glory, to spend their time and money, 
but to imagine that nine men in this county

It has came ta be 
seen, hy all interested parties at least, that 
high or low prices are somehow contingent on 
the war in Europe, and that there is a relation 
between liberal and copious bluod-letting, and 
the price of corn, Aside from this, I can see 
no reason why the American people should 
be very much interested m the upshot of the 
war, for there is no great principle that con- 
cerns humanity, involved in the controversy, 
as between Napoleon and William, there sis 
not much to choose. Both are tyrants, 
and not to be trusted. The former may 
be esteemed an interloper; the latter a legiti- 
mate sovereign, And yet we cannot but wish 
that the former may fail, and the Napoleon 
dynasty may end. It might nut be as well 
for France, for the nation bas been well gov 
erned; at least there has been stability, and 
that is much to such a people. And because 
of stability the nation has been pro~perous, 
and for this reason the monied and business 
classes are favorable to Napoleon, A general 
European war is not desired by our people. 
Only a set of cormorants of trade would de- 
sire to see it. 

Since the adjournment of Congress, poltic- 
fans are quiet, much to the relief of the peo- 
ple, who are becoming convinced that Congress 
has been engaged ina game of humbug. There 
was the humbug of squelching out the frank- 
ing privilege, and the other one of reducing 
the taxes, while increasing the sum of the 
expendituies. This latter Judge Trumbull 
exposed. He said openly, that the bringing in 
af deficiency bills, at the close of the fiscal 
year, indicated that the show of economy in 
cutting down the appropriation bills, had been 
a mere pretense. Mr. Trumbull showed that 
it cost seven per cent. more to collect the sur- 
plus revenue for the first half of this, than the 
first half of last year, and that the excess of 
appropriations asked for to collect custum 
revenue, for the present year, was nearly a 
million dollars greater than that asked for last 
year. And so it has been with everything, 
and in every department. The appropriations 
are never sufficient, and deficiency bills have 
become a regular appendage of every appro- 
priation. The fact is, and it will be seen bv 
the people, who will, by-and-by, rise in rebel- 
hon against so greedy and unscrupulous a set 
of scoundrels, that the leadersat Washington 
are mainly interested to extort from the peo- 
ple, by taxes, their wealth, and divide it up 
among themselves, and their infamous confre- 
res. There is no scheme, however useless, but 
what has its advocates; from giving money 
for the project of discovering the north pole, 
to laying a cable with zen millions, which of 
itself would pay twenty per cent, dividends, 
without any subsidy. The people have noth- 
ing good to expect from their rulers, for such 
they are, but to lay heavy burdens upon them,

Nothing, perhaps, strikes a stranger with 
more surprise, on arriving in Prescott, than 
the great number of healthy and joyous chil- 
dren that he sees at every turn.

Butt i is of the girls, the 
dear, beautiful little girls, that we would 
speak. Big girls are very interesting too, 
sometimes. And we confess to a weakness, 
if weakness it is, in the way of admiration 
towards a glorious piece of ripe femininity in 

* this neighborhood. But what in all the earth 
is so transcendently beautiful as a bevy of 
sweet, joyous, bappy little girls? In the 
beautiful language of the poet Montgomery : 


“ We hold it a religious duty, 
To love and worship childien’s beauty ; 
They've least the taint of earthly clod, 
They’re tresher from the hand of God.” 


See them with their lovely smiling faccs, 
wending their way to school, or on Sunday 
in their neat and clean attire,-going to or re- 
turning from Mrs. Turner’s excellent Sabbath 
school. Such a picture of health and beauty 
is nowhere else to bo seen this side of the 
“shiningshore.” They need not the chemist’s 
art to beautify their complexion, for nature 
has painted her own roses on their cheeks, 
See the round, plump forms, and the full, ex- 
punded chests, observe the queenly gait, be- 
tokening the straight, well-rounded limb.

If you 
fre not an experiohced rider, let mo charge 
you by all megns, take a gentleman’s position 
on your saddle, It may be embarrasing—you 
will doubtless experience the sensation of 
convicted shop-lifters every time you meet 
anybody; but rather suffer the pangs of mor- 
tification than those of dissolution. [ am con- 
vinced, had I retained my side position I 
should have required twelve baskets for my 
remains, and never known what killed me.”
